much emphasized as the remedy for the high cost of living, 
and 'this was the view taken by Governor Coolidgc of Massa- 
chusetts in an address delivered recently before I he National 
Editorial- Association iir annual convention at Boston. 
He 


pointed to the necessity of a prompt return to all the accus- 
tomed fields of activity as a means of restoring conditions as 
rapidly as possible to normal. Governor Coolidge said there 
is a shortage in the creating power of (he nation, and that this 
has resulted in profiteering. 
He thought if the country could 


gel away from the artificial conditions that have been created 
and return to natural conditions it would be belter for all con- 
cerned. 
"II is better for the government to retire from busi- 


ness," said the Governor, "and we shall all be flic betlcr for 
reluming to our own affairs and selling' Ihe law of supply and 
demand in operation once more." 
. . . 


There are many. who have thought of this, but it seems lo 


be one of (hose things which, like many others, is easier said 
than done. The war led Ihe government inlo taking a prom 
incut hand in (he regulation of business, and ils hand is slill 
upoirlnisiness to a considerable extent, though not so largely 
as il was. 
But between government regulation, the demands 


of labor and the grasping of the profiteers conditions have be- 
come^ uncomfortable and even exas'peraliiig, and the end is 
uol iii sight. 


There is nothing to indicate a disposition (o seek relief 


through greater production. Labor shows no inclination lo 
lengthen ils working day or increase ils speed, while manu- 
facturers begin to curtail production al (he first sign of weak- 
ening markets. No one shows any inclination to "produce" 
lo an exfcnl that would cheapen the product. 
All producers 


appear to be out for all they can gel, and lo want lo get it wilh 
Die least possible outlay. As king as'lhis spirit prevails il will 
be idle lo preach the gospel of "production" as Ihe remedy for 
the ills of the lime.

II sometimes seems as If it •niiglif.bc bcllcr if the government' 


would, as Governor Coolidge suggests, remove ils hand from 
business entirely and (urn the "eld over completely lo (lie law 
of supply and demand. 
There might be some hardships for a 


lime under thai condition, but Ihe chances are thai normal 
conditions would be restored sooner than (hey can otherwise 
be cxpecled. 


The problem would be quickly solved if all producers would 


roll up their sleeves and produce lo their utmost capacity. But 
if (his were lo be done il would have lo be done in (he face of 
falling wages and prices, and neither wage earners nor price 
fixers want (his. 
What they all want is to have everything 


come down except what they have lo sell, and the result is as 
firm a "deadlock 
as any political convention ever experi- 


enced. 


But lime is a great levcler, and some day things will be dif- 


ferent. 
The change will not be brought about by preaching 


production. 
It will be brought about by production, and lh;i"l 


will be brought about by necessity.
